Snowden in the park 

Rogue artists pay tribute to fugitive in Fort Greene

Busted! 

A group of rogue artists mounted a 
large statue of National Security Agency 
whistle-blower Edward Snowden in Fort 
Greene Park early on Monday morning, 
but Parks workers had covered the bust 
with ablue tarp by 12:30 pm and removed 
the statue by 1:30 pm on Monday. 

The move to remove the statue of 
Snowden did not sit well with pass- 


ersby in the park. 

“This is censorship!” yelled a woman, 
who only identified herself as J.B., in 
the direction of police and Parks work¬ 
ers. “The statue was great.” 

The unidentified artists slipped into 
Fort Greene Park under cover of dark¬ 
ness early on Monday and attached the 
bust to a pedestal that makes up part of 
the Prison Ship Martyrs Monument, 
fixing at the bottom a plaque that read 
“Snowden.” 


The bust weighs 100 pounds and is 
sculpted from a plaster-like gypsum ce¬ 
ment, according to the website Animal 
New York, which documented the in¬ 
stallation. The artists created it to honor 
Snowden’s release of reams of security 
files in 2013 before fleeing to Russia, 
and chose the Prison Ship Memorial 
to compare Snowden’s cause with that 
of the founding fathers.

Greenpoint woodworkers pushed out of factory

Whittle me this! 

A Greenpoint woodworkers’ col¬ 
lective that has been around since the 
1970s is breaking up because its land¬ 
lord wants to triple the rent on its space 
and the co-op has yet to find a new place 
to whittle while they work. 

The Brooklyn Woodworkers Co-op, 
which helped launch storied woodwork¬ 
ers such as Velvet Underground mem¬ 
ber and violin builder Doug Yule, must 
be out of its headquarters in the — you 
guessed it — Pencil Factory on Green¬ 
point Avenue at Franklin Street by the 
middle of April, and members say they 
are at wit’s end over the fact that they 
will no longer be able to share cama¬ 
raderie and tools with other Brooklyn 
carpenters. 

“It is painful to end something that 
we have had for more than 30 years,” 
said Philippe Prelati, whose company 
Atelier Prelati makes custom doors and 
other handcrafted wood pieces. 

The landlord is raising the rent from 
$20,000 a month to $55,000, nearly tri¬ 
ple the amount, said Prelati. 

The co-op members shared work¬ 
space, tools, contacts, and other more 
mundane amenities such as garbage 
services. 

Prelati’s team has already found 
another space on Powers Street near 
Union Avenue, but there is no room 
for any other businesses there, and he 
has already spent nearly $60,000 on 
new tools to make up for the ones that 
were shared at the coop. 

“This is going to be very expen¬ 
sive,” he said. 

Others in the co-op say they are up¬ 
set that the city is not helping them find 
another space as it did when the co-

operative was pushed out of a manu¬ 
facturing space in Brooklyn Heights 
in the 1990s. 


“Our neighborhood is being taken 
over by the film industry, which is 
taking over all the space and pays no 
taxes,” said Rolf Carle, co-owner of 
Bjork Carle Woodworking. “What is 
there for businesses like ours?” 

The former Eberhard Faber pencil 
factory’s newer tenants include a bar 
and a coffeehouse.

Stranded Cyclone thrill-seekers get their first ride a week later

They came back for more. 

A group of Cyclone fanatics 
who got stranded on the Coney 
Island coaster after it malfunc¬ 
tioned during its March 29 open¬ 
ing returned a week later to take 
the ride they missed out on. The 
loyal coaster fans said they wanted 
to show that the People’s Play¬ 
ground icon isn’t as rickety as 
critics say. 

“The reason why we’re out here 
is to prove that the ride is safe, 
because there are tons of nega¬ 
tive people out there who say the 
ride should be shut down because 
of this one little incident,” said 
Bensonhurster David Zobin, one 
of a handful of stalwarts calling 
themselves The Cyclone Seven 
who got their belated first ride 
of the season on April 4. 

The thrill-seeker said he was

a little worried that the coaster 
would stall out again as it climbed 
the first hill. 

“I was like, ‘C’mon, keep go¬ 
ing, keep going,’ ” Zobin said. 

And the plunge was pure ca¬ 
tharsis, another rider said. 

“It was worth the wait — the 
ride felt incredible,” said Adam 
Myers, a high-schooler who added 
that—counting the opening-day 
mishap — he has ridden the Cy¬ 
clone 13-and-a-half times. 

The octogenarian thrill ride 
locked up on its second run of 
the season on March 29, strand¬ 
ing about a dozen riders atop the 
first hill for 20 minutes before 
park staff helped them climb 85 
feet to the ground without the aid 
the fire department and without 
any ambulances standing by in 
case of a stumble. 

Luna Park, which operates the 
ride, let the Cyclone Seven ride 


for free because they were so un¬ 
lucky on March 29. Members of 
the group were strangers before 
the attraction brought them to¬ 
gether, they said. 

“I knew two people — ev¬ 
erybody else I met while we 
were stuck on the ride,” Zobin 
said. “That’s how we kind of 
clicked.” 

Zobin and Myers exchanged 
contact info with some of the 
Seven and tracked the rest of 
the riders down on Facebook 
after reading their stories in the 
news, they said. Now the group, 
which has members from Brook¬ 
lyn, Long Island, and upstate New 
York, plans to meet up for fu¬ 
ture rides. 

“These are some of the nic¬ 
est people I’ve met,” Myers said. 
“We’re already planning to ride 
on the Cyclone’s 88th anniver¬ 
sary in June.”

HOLE IN ONE! 


W'burg sidewalk a walker's nightmare

An ankle-wrecking hole 
in the sidewalk at the cor¬ 
ner of Bedford Avenue and 
N. Eighth Street that no one 
has bothered to fix for al¬ 
most a month has become 
an impromptu garbage can 
for passers-by to throw their 
junk. 

The hole, which is at the 
corner right next to South¬ 
ern restaurant Sweet Chick, 
has been threatening elderly 
people, toddlers, and people 
in high heels for at least three 
weeks, and is now filled with 
coffee cups and — ick! — 
condom wrappers. 

Someone did mark the 
hole with bright orange spray 
paint, but no one has made a 
move to actually fix the hole, 
which neighbors say is grow¬ 
ing by the day and is a con¬ 
stant menace. 

“I saw it at the last minute, 
luckily,” said Cassie Spell¬ 
man, who navigated the hole 
as she walked around Wil-

liamsburg with a friend on 
Thursday night. “I would 
have totally broken my an¬ 
kle on that.” 

The owner of Sweet Chick 
said he believes that the build- 
ing’s owner Jerry Lebedo- 
wicz should step up and fix 
the hole if he knows what’s 
good for him. 

“Anyone could break an 
ankle or it could fall in,” said 
restaurant owner John Sey¬ 
mour. “It is definitely a law¬ 
suit waiting to happen.” 

Typically, a building 
owner is responsible for 
maintaining the sidewalk, 
even though it is technically 
owned by the city. 

This means that the build¬ 
ing owner must keep the side¬ 
walk in front of his property 
free of snow, ice, and gar¬ 
bage, and that he must fix 
the sidewalk so that it is safe 
to walk on. 

There could be some ex¬ 
ceptions to landlord respon¬ 
sibility. If a sewer problem 
breaks the sidewalk, the city 
might step up to fix it. 

A spokesman for the De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
said the agency will look into 
the problem. 

The building’s owner 
and the city did not return 
requests for comment.

Standing Up Against Deep Vein Thrombosis

I've had varicose veins in my legs for a long 
time, but I always figured it was just a cos¬ 
metic issue. Recently though , my legs have 
started swelling up after I go for a long 
walk. A friend has told me that I should get 
my legs checked out because it might be a 
sign of deep vein thrombosis. Could you tell 
me more about this condition and what I can 
do about it? 

Deep vein thrombosis (DVT) occurs when 
blood clots form in veins that lie deep in the 
body. Most commonly, these clots occur in 
the legs or pelvic region. The symptoms can 
include intermittent swelling, pain and ten¬ 
derness, and redness and heat in the legs. 

It's good that you're interested in taking ac¬ 
tion; no matter where in the body they form, 
clots that develop due to DVT can be serious, 
even fatal, and unfortunately, many people 
ignore the symptoms until it's too late. Clots 
can break loose and travel via the blood¬ 
stream to the brain, heart, lungs and other 
vital organs. If multiple clots accumulate, or 
a single clot is large enough, this can lead to 
life-threatening blockages. Advanced, mini¬ 
mally invasive surgical procedures are now 
available to treat the most severe complica¬ 
tions of DVT, but it is far better to address 
the condition before complications occur. 

For those who have varicose veins, unex¬ 
plained swelling in the legs, or occasional 
leg pain from walking, screening for DVT 
may be recommended. Screening involves a 
venous duplex study, which is a simple, non- 
invasive ultrasound test that shows whether 
the deep veins are "competent" and healthy 
or "thrombosed," meaning clotted. Patients 
who are sedentary or overweight, have con¬ 
gestive heart failure or cancer, or are receiv¬ 
ing estrogen therapy are also at risk for DVT. 

If the ultrasound test indicates the presence 
of DVT, anticoagulants that can manage its 
symptoms and prevent blockages are often 
prescribed.

Though treating DVT in its early stages can 
stave off complications down the line, some 

common-sense habits can go a long way 
toward preventing DVT altogether. These 
include maintaining a balanced diet, not 
smoking, and engaging in regular exercise.. 
Just getting up and walking for a few min¬ 
utes every hour is also a simple, effective, 
no-cost way to reduce the risk for DVT. And 
to keep blood flowing to the leg muscles 
while sitting—whether that is at a desk, in 
a movie theater, or on a plane—flex and ex¬ 
tend your feet often. This can improve circu¬ 
lation in your lower extremities.

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New ISIS charge in Bklyn

A federal grand jury has 
indicted a fourth Brooklyn 
man on terrorism charges in 
connection to an alleged plot 
to send fighters and money 
to the Islamic State. 

Dilkhayot Kasimov alleg¬ 
edly helped raise $1,600 to 
send another Brooklyn man 
to Syria with the intention 
of joining Islamic State mil¬ 
itants, and handed the cash off 
to his co-defendant Akhror 
Saidakhmetov at John F. Ken¬ 
nedy Airport shortly before 
cops nabbed Saidakhmetov 
on his way to board a flight 
to Turkey, according to pros¬ 
ecutors. 

Raising money for terrorist 
groups like the Islamic State, 
which is also known as “Isis” 
or “Isil,” is essential to help¬ 
ing those groups carry out at¬ 
tacks, and should be dealt with 
severely, said one top law en¬ 
forcement official. 

“Money is the oxygen that 
fuels terrorism,” said Police 
Commissioner Bill Bratton. 
“This investigation proves 
again that we will leave no 
stone unturned to disrupt the 
finance, support, or member¬ 


ship in terrorist organizations 
like Isil.” 

Cops arrested Kasimov on 
Feb. 25 along with his code¬ 
fendants and held him on an 
immigration charge, accord¬ 
ing to an Associated Press re¬ 
port. Federal officials charged 
Saidakhmetov and Abdurasul 
Juraboev, who shared a Mid¬ 
wood apartment, with attempt¬ 
ing to join a foreign terror¬ 
ist organization and charged 
Abror Habibov with material 
support for allegedly helping 
raise money to send the two 
to Syria, but Kasimov was 
not named in the original in¬ 
dictment. A spokeswoman for 
United States Attorney Lo¬ 
retta Lynch, who is prosecut¬ 
ing the case, declined to com¬ 
ment on why it took more than 
a month to indict the fourth 
suspect. 

Kasimov worked closely 
with his coconspirators to 
raise money for the two men 
allegedly intent on traveling to 
Syria, and encouraged others 
to wage jihad, prosecutors said 
in a press release announcing 
the indictment. Habibov, who 
was arrested in Florida, was 
allegedly the ringleader and 
main fund-raiser in the plot, 


according to officials. 

Kasimov was arraigned 
on Wednesday. His attorney, 
Frederick Cohn, declined to 
comment. 

Prosecutors have depicted 
the four men as hardened sup¬ 
porters of international jihad, 
but a 23-page criminal com¬ 
plaint released on Feb. 25 
against Kasimov’s codefen¬ 
dants describes two indiscrete 
young men who openly told 
investigators they would be 
willing to carry out attacks 
on American soil, and a fund¬ 
raiser, Habibov, who ques¬ 
tioned the intelligence of at 
least one of the men he was 
helping to finance. 

Key allegations from that 
complaint include: 

• Well before his arrest, Ju¬ 
raboev told agents he believed 
in the agenda of the Islamic 
State group, including the es¬ 
tablishment of an Islamic ca¬ 
liphate by force in Iraq and 
Syria, but told agents at the 
time that he lacked the means 
to travel there. 

• Juraboev was aware that 
he had landed on agents’ ra¬ 
dar, telling a militant in Iraq 
that he could not fly any¬ 
where but Uzbekistan with¬ 


out facing arrest. 

• Saidakhmetov’s mother 
confiscated his passport 
and hung up on him when 
he begged for it back, tell¬ 
ing her that it “is a sin to live in 
the land of the infidels.” 

•Responding to calls by 
Islamic State propagandists 
for supporters in the west to 
carry out attacks, Juraboev 
and Saidakhmetov discussed 
alternative plans in case they 
could not make it to Syria, in¬ 
cluding joining the military 
in order to pass information 
along to the group, shooting 
military personnel, and killing 
police if they attempted to ar¬ 
rest them en route to Syria. 

• Saidakhmetov told the in¬ 
formant “I will just go and 
buy a machine gun, AK-47, 
go out and shoot all the po¬ 
lice ... It is legal in Amer¬ 
ica ... We will go and pur¬ 
chase one handgun, then go 
and shoot one police officer. 
Boom ... Then we will take 
his gun, bullets and bullet¬ 
proof vest ... Then we will 
do the same with a couple 
of others. Then we will go 
to the FBI headquarters, kill 
the FBI people.”

Brooklyn blogger dies at 52 

Heights mourns loss of John Loscalzo, aka Homer Fink

John Loscalzo, the trail- 
blazing Brooklyn blogger 
and occasional Brooklyn 
Paper contributor known to 
Brooklyn Heights residents 
as Homer Fink—his pseud¬ 
onym on his popular website 
the Brooklyn Heights Blog— 
died suddenly last Wednes¬ 
day at Brooklyn Hospital. He 
was 52. 

The cause of death was not 
released. 

The Queens-born 
Loscalzo, who also worked 
for CBS radio, moved to the 
Heights in the mid-2000s, and 
started the blog soon after, up¬ 
dating the web-viewing pub¬ 
lic with his “dispatches from 
America’s first suburb” a few 
times a day, covering goings 
on with humor and an eye for 
detail, whether the issue at 
hand was local development 
or the treasures found in re¬ 


treating snow banks. 

It was a job he loved to do, 
said his wife of 23 years, Tracy 
Zamot, and one he hoped that 
would make the world bet¬ 
ter. 

“He wanted nothing more 
than to create positivity for the 
place he knew we would raise 
our family,” said Zamot. 

That family soon included 
a daughter, his now 4-year- 
old daughter, whom he also 
leaves behind. 

“He was a brilliant fa¬ 
ther,” said Zamot. “We had 
20-something years together, 
and we fell in love all over 
again when that little girl 
was born.” 

Zamot added that she 
wasn’t sure if the blog 
would continue, but hoped 
it would. 

“It might take a pause,” 
she said. 

As of last Friday, only two 
posts had gone up on the blog, 


one announcing his death and 
a second a video tribute to 
his life. 

Loscalzo’s deep knowl¬ 
edge of his neighborhood 
shone through on his Hid¬ 
den Brooklyn Heights walk¬ 
ing tours, where he schooled 
people on the oddities and 
lesser-known histories of 
the area. 

“John was a dog with a 
bone when he was interested 
in something,” Zamot said. 
“He was a sponge.” 

Loscalzo spent years spin¬ 
ning tunes and entertaining 
listeners as radio disc jockey, 
and most recently worked as 
director of music content for 
CBS radio stations nation¬ 
wide. His boss at CBS re¬ 
membered a hard worker who 
knew the industry inside and 
out, and who was downright 
fun to have around. 

“John was just a really 
unique person,” said Adam 


Wiener, a vice president at 
CBS Local. “He could defuse 
tension very quickly because 
he had these great radio voices 
that he could employ at any 
moment.” 

Zamot encouraged people 
to take a page out of his book 
and do something good for 
other people in the wake of 
her husband’s death. 

“Don’t wait for somebody 
to die before you reconnect,” 
she said. “Help someone get 
a job, don’t take anyone for 
granted, overtip your waiter. 
That is what he was about.” 

There was a memorial ser¬ 
vice for Loscalzo on Wednes¬ 
day at Scotto Funeral Home 
in Carroll Gardens. In lieu of 
flowers, his family is request¬ 
ing donations to an education 
fund for his daughter Gracie. 
The Brooklyn Heights blog 
has details on how to make 
a donation.

Y ou call that a Brooklyn Bloody Mary? Fuhged- 
daboudit! 

Mixologists from nine borough bars will shake 
their finest vodka and tomato juice concoctions in a bid 
to win top honors at the Bloody Mary Festival at Indus¬ 
try City in Sunset Park on April 12. 

But their variations — featuring foreign ingredients 
such as Louisiana hot sauce and chipotle bourbon — 
don’t taste like Kings County to us. So The Brooklyn 
Paper’s crack team of cocktail scientists has put together 
this recipe for the ultimate Brooklyn Bloody Mary, high¬ 
lighting the best and worst—and occasionally fictional 
— flavors the borough has to offer. 

O Forget regular Mason jars — recycle a marinara 
receptacle from Michael’s of Brooklyn (2929 Av¬ 
enue R between Nostrand Avenue and E. 29th Street 
in Marine Park), which has been keeping Sheepshead 
Bay saucy since 1964. 

O Brooklyn is home to many distilleries, but Indus¬ 
try City Distillery (33 35th St., sixth floor, between 
Second and Third avenues in Sunset Park) makes its 
Industry Standard vodka at — you guessed it — In¬ 
dustry City, where the Bloody Mary Festival is tak¬ 
ing place. 

O No need for pre-squished tinned tomato juice when 
Greenpoint’s Lucky’s Real Tomatoes has the juic¬ 
iest beefsteaks around. 

O Sodium from the great Red Hook container ter¬ 
minal road salt piles has been known to drive 
neighbors nuts — blowing into their faces and gardens 
— so we found a good use for it. 

O Now Steve’s Authentic Key Lime Pies (185 Van 
Dyke St. at Ferris Street in Red Hook) is far more 
popular with Red Hookers. Pluck a piece of citrus off 
the top for a garnish. 

O No celery in this Bloody Mary — use Gotham 
Greens kale instead, for a true taste of the bor¬ 
ough’s many, many, many kale salads. The produce 
producer grows its leafy goods on rooftops in Green- 
point and Gowanus. 

O Okay, no one makes Worcestershire sauce in Brook¬ 
lyn (attention liberal arts grads, now is your chance 
to get in on the ground floor!). But Bedford-Stuyvesant 
YouTube star DeStorm Power won $1,000 and a case 
of the condiment by writing a rap about British brand 
Lea & Perrins Worcestershire Sauce in 2009 — so 
that gives it some Kings County cred.

O No one skewers swine like Thomas Perone — also 
known as Pig Guy NYC — who serves up bacon 
on a stick to hungry Cyclones fans at MCU Park (1904 
Surf Ave. at W. 17th Street in Coney Island). 

O Look, the state is going to kill most of Sheeps¬ 
head Bay’s mute swans anyway, so let’s put all 
that bird meat to good use! 

It wouldn’t be a Brooklyn cocktail without 
J some Caribbean spice, and it wouldn’t be 
a Bloody Mary without hot sauce. Sonya 
Samuel makes her Bacchanal Pep¬ 
per Sauce in Bushwick, using 
tropical fruits and scotch bon¬ 
nets peppers. 


® Gotta have some pick¬ 
les, and the Canarsie- 
cured cukes from Ba-Tampte 
pickles (77 N. Market St. be¬ 
tween E. 82nd and E. 83rd streets 
in Canarsie) go back genera¬ 
tions. 

® As any competitor in the 
annual hot dog eating con- 
test will tell you, the quickest 
way to cram a Nathan’s wiener 
down your gullet is to dunk it in 
water first. 

® Or you could dunk it in Dr. 

Brown’s Cel-Ray —first pro 
duced in Brooklyn in 1868. 

Several Bay Ridge subway stations 
are crawling with a bacteria used to 
make Italian cheeses, scientists revealed 
earlier this year. So cultivate some of it 
to make a mozzarella with a distinctly 
Brooklyn terroir? 

® A character known as Dr. Klaw made 
headlines in 2010 when the Depart¬ 
ment of Health shut down the underground 
lobster roll business he was running from his 
Greenpoint basement. The man behind the il¬ 
licit crustacean creations, Ben Sargeant, is now 
better known as a celebrity chef on the Cooking 
Channel, but his Dr. Klaw’s lobster rolls live on 
in Brooklyn legend — and as the seafood com¬ 
ponent in this fine beverage. 
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Kara-jokie 

They’re just making it up as they go along! 

A group of improvisational comedians will 
create an original musical live on stage at the 
Annoyance Theatre in 
Williamsburg on April 
11. Performers in “Happy 
Karaoke Fun Time!” cre¬ 
ate their off-the-cuff off- 
off-off Broadway shows 
by using audience sugges¬ 
tions to improvise new 
lyrics to well-known pop 
songs. 

The familiar tunes of¬ 
fer a friendly way for im- 
prov newbies in the audi¬ 
ence to dip their toes into the comedy style for 
the first time, said one performer. 

“It brings improv to a more accessible place 
for people who are not familiar with long-form 
improv styles,” said performer Jen Connor. 

The concept also allows the players to execute 
the theatrical gymnastics of coming up with origi¬ 
nal and humorous story lines while singing in me¬ 
ter and on key, Connor said. Not all of the players 
have musical training, but what they lack in skill, 
they make up for in enthusiasm, she said. 

“We try to make it convincing no matter 
what,” said Connor. 

The troupe performs “Happy Karaoke Fun 
Time! ” twice a month at the Annoyance Theater. 
The comedians sing around eight songs in each 
show, out of an established playlist of around 
35, which includes Journey’s “Don’t Stop Be¬ 
lievin’,” Adele’s “Rolling in the Deep,” and “An¬ 
other One Bites the Dust” by Queen. 

Combining popular songs and audience propo¬ 
sitions has resulted in some truly unique “Happy 
Karaoke Fun Time!” shows, Connor said. In one, 
the players paired Journey with a story about space 
lobsters. Other themes have included “Dracula 
and his ditzy Romanian girlfriend” and “Marky 
Mark’s fun-time playhouse,” she said.

Dinner time 

Talk about a Dutch oven! 

Brooklyn Brewery’s chef is attempting to 
recreate the food 1650s Dutch colonists ate in 
New York — well, New Amsterdam — at a 
dinner party at Williamsburg’s Humbolt and 
Jackson on April 16. The history-loving culi- 
narian said he hopes to teach New Yorkers a 
thing or two about the 
dining habits of their 
forebears, and to make 
them forget what cen¬ 
tury it is outside the res¬ 
taurant. 

“There will be an 
aspect of theater to it,” 
said chef Andrew Ger- 
son. “We want to make 
you feel like you’ve tran¬ 
scended time.” 

The “Nieuw Amsterdam” dinner will com¬ 
bine elements of colonial Dutch cuisine with 
dishes inspired by the fare of the region’s na¬ 
tive Lenape people, Gerson said. Lenape cui¬ 
sine leaned heavily on the seafood that was 
bountiful at the time, so Gerson will begin the 
meal by cooking up clams smothered in but¬ 
ter that he has infused with sumac, which the 
salt-deprived Lenape used as a spice. 

On the Dutch side of mid-17th century din¬ 
ing, attendees will feast on salt-pork porridge, a 
New Amsterdam staple that Gerson will spruce 
up for modern palates. 

“Porridge was a main form of sustenance 
for the settlers, but I’m going to make a nicer 
version,” he said. 

For dessert Gerson will fry up some oly- 
koeks, a doughnut-like flatbread that he said 
was another Dutch favorite of the era. 

And it wouldn’t be a Brooklyn Brewery event 
without beer. Gerson has paired each course 
with a house brew, designed to imitate the 
suds colonists were guzzling down at the time, 
thanks to a shortage of potable water.

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Paintable characters 

Artists reimagine classic video games on canvas

t’s no two-bit idea — more like 
eight bits! 

A bunch of artists are putting 
classic video games on canvas for 
an exhibition called “Artcade Clas¬ 
sics,” which opens April 10 at Bush- 
wick’s Image Gallery. The show is 
celebrating Game Over for winter 
and a new life for spring, organiz¬ 
ers said. 

“We decided that we wanted to do 
something to kick off the spring that 
could resonate with a lot of people 
— that brought them back to their 
childhood,” said co-curator Steven 
Gonzalez. “Ultimately, we decided 
on video games, because it would be 
very pop art and we wanted those 
bright colors for the spring.” 

Gonzalez and partner Che Morales 
approached 20 artists to paint their 
versions of characters from classics 
including “Super Mario Brothers,” 
“Street Fighter,” and the ground¬ 
breaking “Mike Tyson’s Punch-Out!!” 
All the painters were turbocharged 
about the idea, Gonzalez said. 

“We did not get a single no,” he 
said. 

Organizers said they recognize 
the irony of celebrating spring with 
the pastime of pasty basement-dwell¬ 
ers, but they’re embracing fond child-

hood memories of ignoring their par¬ 
ents’ pleas to go outside and play 
in the sun. 

“When we were kids we didn’t 
want to put the controller down to 
go outside even when the weather 
was nice — the goal is bringing that 
nostalgia back,” Gonzalez said. 

Many painters first picked Mario 
as their featured character for the 
show, but the curators urged them to 


select some of the franchise’s more 
esoteric sprites. One artist opted to 
put his own spin on the “Little Shop 
of Horrors”-esque plants that plague 
the portly plumber, adding eyes to 
make them appear more sinister. 

“It’s a more vicious venus fly trap,” 
said artist Maximilian Mueller. “They 
don’t have eyes in the game, but I 
paint a lot of flowers with these cry¬ 
ing eyes, so I added my style.”

she read it for the first time 
while pregnant. 

“I read it deliriously fast 
because it felt like it was 
written for me,” said De- 
vers, who has now read 
the book twice.

highlight those who sacrifice 
their safety in the fight against 
modern-day tyrannies,” said 
the trio of artists in a statement 
to Animal New York. “Our 
goal is to bring a renewed vi¬ 
tality to the space and prompt 
even more visitors to ponder 
the sacrifices made for their 
freedoms. We hope this in¬ 
spires them to reflect upon the 
responsibility we all bear to 
ensure our liberties exist long 
into the future.” 

A small crowd of dog walk¬ 
ers, curious neighbors, and re¬ 
porters had converged on the 
statue shortly after noon when 
one woman, who had stumbled 
upon the bust while exercis¬ 
ing earlier in the day, lauded 
the artists for paying tribute 
to the infamous leaker. 

“I thought this was a fantas¬ 
tic stunt and act of resistance,” 
said Justine Williams, an artist 
who lives in Fort Greene. 

Parks workers at the scene 
on Monday afternoon ignored 
questions from reporters, with 


one man shrugging, kicking 
at the dirt, and walking away 
when asked why they had cov¬ 
ered the bust. 

The issue is under inves¬ 
tigation, according to a po¬ 
lice spokeswoman. A Parks 
Department spokeswoman 
deferred requests for com¬ 
ment to police. But the head 
of the Fort Greene Park Con¬ 
servancy, while pointing out 
the stunt violated the proce¬ 
dure for installing monuments, 
said she could see where the 
guerilla artists were coming 
from. 

“I can completely under¬ 
stand why people who feel 
strongly about privacy rights 
and freedom of speech would 
choose the memorial as a place 
to put up this statue,” said Con¬ 
servancy founder Ruth Gold¬ 
stein. “It was inappropriately 
done in aplace that seems com¬ 
pletely appropriate for what 
they’re trying to do.” 

A police spokeswoman was 
mum on where the statue ended 
up, saying only that the matter 
was under investigation. 



But the park was not yet 
free of tributes to the infamous 
whistle-blower. Following the 
removal of the bust, a group 
calling itself the Illuminator 
Art Collective snuck into the 
park by dark and shone a holo¬ 
graphic likeness of Snowden 
above the column where his 


bust had briefly rested hours 
earlier. The representative of 
the group said he and his com¬ 
rades were inspiredby the orig¬ 
inal bust and the reaction by 
authorities to recreate the stunt 
in a way that would be more 
difficult to remove. 

“The Illuminator Art Col¬ 
lective recreated the interven¬ 
tion ephemerally by project¬ 
ing an image of the sculpture 
into a cloud of smoke,” group 
member Kyle Depew wrote 
on his Instagram. “Our feel¬ 
ing is that while the state may 
remove any material artifacts 
that speak in defiance against 
incumbent authoritarianism, 
the acts of resistance remain in 
the public consciousness. And 
it is in sharing that act of defi¬ 
ance that hope resides.” 

This is not the first time 
that self-declared artists have 
used a Brooklyn spotlight as 
a springboard for their ex¬ 
pression. 

A group of artists ille¬ 
gally climbed the Brooklyn 
Bridge and replace the Ameri¬ 
can flags atop the towers with 
white flags. Those flags were 
also quickly removed by city 
workers.

Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial¬ 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu¬ 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be¬ 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa¬ 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party.”
